XBB N£W GOVBRNOa AKB BIS 

VVilh tho npprosching ndroDt of a New 
Governor, the inhaWitants of Viototia ate 
naturally somewhat on the qw vive of ex 
poclation as to what will bo tho lino of policy 
pursued by Ilia Excollenoy. Thero arc raauy 
aubjeots which will specially invite the atten- 
tion' of a man of ezporienoe in oolonia 
alTuirs. Tlicro can be no doubt that the 
present ia a turning point in tho history of 
this colony, and if lha government of the 
country is well and judiciously administsred 
during the next faw years our position will ho 
firmly establiabad, while on the other hand, 
any faltering policy, any miataken councils 
at the present moment may check the rise 
and prugtuis cit the colony materially. 
When a stranger comes into a country to 
Msiime the luprems post in it, very 
tnuoh mnik naturally depend upon tho advice 
•ild oouiuels which, ha rac^ivot on his first 
appearance oh the scene. First impressions 
are Dot easily or rapidly eradicated, and if 
the individual who ndnniniatera Iho govern 
raent surrounds himself with sound ooun 
Beilors when be first assumes the roins, the 
probabilities are in favor of his acting with 
wisdom, if ho be endowed with a fair share 
of common sense himself. We have not tho 
least doubt of Cuptain Kenned.""8 ability 
if ho is only fortnnato enough to take 
Ills first impressions from those who are best 
able and competent to place him, in posses- 
sibnof the real requirements of Yancourer 
Island.' It is to b« hoped that the desire of 
paying the attentions due from loyal subjeoli 
to tho representative of ETer Mnjaaty will 
not lead tlio people of '\^ictorin into nny 
URwiae extremes. Any approach to what ia 
vulgarly but vsry ejcpressivoly styled 
" toadyiom" is so decidedly forsigu to the 
natuta of Englishmen that it nut unfre- 
quently happens that the public are led into 
an oppisita extreme and are more disposed 
to abstain from a free expression of their 
loyalty on ench occasions through the dread 
of being accused of anything approaohiag 
servility. VVa hope tbera will be nothing 
to lead to any miscarriago in the arrsngc- 
monti for the reception of Capt. Kennedy, 
but it cannot be disputed that thero is 
a feeling amongst many who ara mark- 
ed for places in tho programme of the proces- 
sion, that they have not been consulted, 
and consetjuontly they seain to be disinclined 
to take the places nseignod to them. This 
may probably have tho efleot of showing Ilis 
Excolk-noy that ho is coming to rule over 
men in whom tho spirit of independence ii 
strong and not to be subdued, hut we fear ho 
will be disposed to attribute (be^ non-nttood- 
ance of any particular 'seotions of the pro* 
cession to want of courtesy to himself, or want 
of loyalty to the Queen, should the fact of 
their being absent be mads opparont to 
him. 

It is to matters of more importance, how- 
ever, than the mere eetamoDial of the instnlla- 
tioQ ihat' we would call attention. The 
Governor of Vaneoaver Island will bo 
called upon shortly after taking up his resi- 
dence amongst ue to oommunioato with the 
Home Government upon a subject of the 
most vital importance to the interests of all 
of us, Inasmuch as itaeTaots the administra- 
tion of civil and oriminal justice in the 
colony. The public have it before them that 
there is likely, ero long, to bo a vaoancy in 
the iiighcst post in the Island under tho 
Qovonior. It does not rest with the Governor 
to appoint the Chief Jnstioe, but if ba takes 
upon himself to rooommend the Home Govern- 
ment to appoint any genileraan resident in the 
colony, or what'is more if it becomes necessary 
that he shoOld appoint any Barrister to act 
temporarily during the abscnca of the 
present Chief Justice, unless there ii any 
strong reason urged against the appointment 
by some power wbieh will have weight with 
those in whom the appointment rests at 
home, there can be very little doubt that 
the recommendation would bo listened 
to, and the appointment conflrmad. Much 
has been said about the Gtoesa and ability 
of the members of the bar of Vancouver 
Islanti from time to lime, and arguments have 
been put forward for and against the appoint: 
moot of some one or other from amongst those 
gentlemen to fill tho oflico of Chief Juatice 
It is urged, in all coloniea, tlmt if promotion 
doen not follow in the colony thero is no pro^ 
specl of getting good men to noma there to 
practice, and on the contrary, it is very forci- 
biy remarked that the minds of- those who 
have been resident for some timo in so oon- 
tracted a sphere as that of a small colony, 
and who have been mora or loss mi.xnd up in 
tho advocacy of every cause which lii\s 
boon before iho Court, cannot be free fiom 
diinger of a slight degree of partinlity, 
which must always bo fatal to the proper 
administration of justice. Bearing this in 
mind, and looking at the other oircumatances 
of our own pociiliar case, we cannot oonoiive 
it possible that niiy man of clear judgment and 
impartial viewi>, could recommend any bur- 
riater for tho appointment of Chief Justico 
of this Colony, unless he were thoroughly 
convinced tha^ he was one who would in- 
spire the respaet of tho bar and in whom the 
public would have confideneo, not only as a 
lawyer, but as a man und a genileraan. Ho- 
vend this our Chief Justice must bo free 
"from all influences which are 10 easily con- 
tracted by resideno!? in a sisal! colony lilto 
our ovn, where each inhabitant is more or 
less known to his neighbor. It will be for 
Capt. Kennedy well to coiuider whether, 
atior a sliorl rosidonoo amongst us, ho will 
ba able, or if able williQC, to taUo the re- 
sponsibility of Bfllootiog from the bar of the 
colony, one lilted in every way to fill the 
ofSce, and onq whoao appointment the pro. 
fession generally, as well as the public would 
hnil with Balisfaction. II ho cannot, his 
duly is plain, and ho must, join the Legis- 
lative Asjombly in asking tho IJorae Gov- 
ernaienl to sand out « Chief Juilioe from 
England. ■

NBW. CORPORATION ACT. 

Bditor Bbitish Colonist : Sir, — In lliis 
letter I beg to call alloulion to tho mndo 
point'-'d out in tho net? Incorporation Act 
carrying into cEfict tho sale of properly in de- 
fjuU of payment of taxes. 

The Sheiill is directed to convey tho real 
oslate on expiration of one year after thoaule 
thereof to the purchaser, whose title is de- 
clared to be nil ubiiututoand indefeasible es- 
tatu In leo eirnplo. 

Now lliere is only one way in which the 
le.ual eslato in hind can ba coiivaycd, and that 
i.s by deed pjtoeutcd by the perndii logiilly en- 
titled, and uo Act of I'arliament can acenin- 
plish this object in any other mode; much 
less can il authorise a Sheritl', or any other 
■iiiniateiial oiricer to make a conveyance. A 
court of equity can do no mora than inako a 
decree vesting tho land ir. another, in those 
cases in which tho person legally cr.litled is 
made a party to tho .'^iiit, and so lunnd to 
carry out its orders. This proc.'edi.ii; docs 
not convoy tho le;;al e.<lale, but ordy prRVi nl.i 
the person ontilled Iroui renov.Ting the land. 
1 assort, without fear of contradiction, liiut no 
title to land sold und-r this Incorii oration 
Act pan be valid; mid that tho Sherill has no 
more ri,Ldit to convey the land llian the king 
of till) Gannibal I dand:i. The best that can 
bo done to protect a pnrclmsor is to give him 
a titlo under ii decree of a court of eipiily. 

Again, the redemptiou money is dirocte I 
to bo paid by the treasurer, to tha purchaser, 
or bis legal raprasontatiTcs. How is ilie 
treasurer to determine who these parties may 
be? It is somoliincs (very difficult matter 
to de'tcrmlne the legal rapresanlniives of a 
pcracQ. aiid I should recommend the tioasur- 
er to be csrernl that ho pay the money to tho 
right person. 

A more safo, nnd decidedly more legal mc 
thod ol recovering unpaid taxes, would bo to 
giva the Oorporation power to register a 
rliarijn a;;ninst Ihe property, 80«that no lutuio 
ilealing cnn lake place unless Ihe oliargo is 
cancelled by payment of lha tai. This wonld 
render tho unpaid tax an euciimbranco on tho 
laiul, und every one would bo protected. As 
it stands at praaant litigation is certain lo eu 
sue.

THUrRABSR SALMON FISHERIES.

Enrron IIiiitisii Colonist; — In your 
weekly issue of the 1st inst., you state that 
n company has been formed on a largo aoale 
to establish n salmon fishery at tho mouth of 
Iho Frasor Uivor. If such bo tho 
case, and if no restriotive conditions 
hava been -iinposed upon them, there 
is no doubt that this company if 
directed as asserted, by experienced 
lishcrmeo, will realize very large proliis, as 
they will be able lo take out enormous quan- 
tities of fish; and indeiid, entirely intercept 
tboir paisaga to tbeoppsr waters. But— lor 
there is a but — it such an enterpriao Is quite 
promising to the concornad parties, what 
shall be the fate of tha nuineroua native 
papulation now scattered all along tho Uivor, 
and who live, wn may say exclusively on 
tho salmon fish? Did tho company (oreseo 
the day when it will become neccisary to 
help those inlmbitnnts when starving at our 
doors? Will they relievo them, or .■iliall we 
do it onrsnlvoa, or will tho government take 
charge of them ? It Eeoms to me that tl-'j is 
u case worthy of some consideration on the 
part of the Legislativo Council of British 
Columbia. ■ F. ti.

the ebb runs almost uirrctly irom the Haro and 
neighboring Straits towards the ICaee Islands, and 
a sailing vessel, unless with a commanding wind, la 
recomniendcd to give them a berth ol more than a 
mile, and to steer N £ by N lor three or lour mllsa 
belore she bears up lor Krqulinalt Harbor.
